NORTHWEST.

NICHOLAS. 
The Powers have indited the Czar's 
nomination of Nicholas of Mingrelia—a 
Russian subject—to occupy the throne of 
Bulgaria. The effort to persuade the 
Sobranje to consent, and the Regency to 
concur, will he made. Bulgarians are to 
have very little to do with the matter. 
Whom the Powers agree upon must be 
accepted. The free agency to which we 
are accustomed is practically unknown in 
Bulgaria. The fate of that unhappy coun­ 
try is really in the hands of its enemies bv 
indirection. The Powers all pretend to 
be fiiendly to the little State, but its wel­ 
fare is only secondary to the aggressive 
ambition of Russia on one hand, the 
antagonism of Austria on another, and the 
solicitude of Germany and England to 
preserve the map of Europe as it is. The 
desires of Turkey are little consulted, and 
no matter to what the Sultan may consent, 
Or against what he may protest, the game 
of crushing out the independence of the 
Slav States will go on. The concentration 
of Russian forces upon her southern 
frontier plainly indicates what the Czar 
means shall be the action of the Sobranje. 
Austrio-Hungary is warned in time and is 
preparing to resist Russian occupancy of 
Bulgaria at all hazards. The Magyar 
hatred of the Muscovite will not brook any 
advance by the Czar upon the troubled 
territory. If this situation develops into 
war, as is most improbable, we must expect 
to see the Slavic States of the peninsula 
and those along the Austrian line, join 
hands against the Czar's incursion, and 
Turkey will, as a matter of course, be 
among those to resist the.advance of Rus­ 
sia, while England has already practically 
announced herself an Austrian ally. Just 
what will be the .policy of Germany it is 
now very difficult to forecast—indeed, 
there are no rules or indications by which 
the probable action of Bismarck can now 
be speculated ujton. As matters now stand 
the hasty steps taken by the Czar cannot 
lie retraced without loss of dignity, and a 
confession that must materially weaken his 
influence with the powers. His attitude is 
one that he probably regrets, but just how 
he is to change it is the question. Rus­ 
sian cunning and chicane will, however, 
probably serve him. He will seek to make 
a seajiegoat of the Sobranje, but if he 
fails, the chances are that he will advance 
his frontier forces, and risk a threat of war. 
As to the Bulgarians, the sentiment of the 
Western world is with them. Democratic 
America believes in the right and merit of 
self-rule, and the virtue and justice of the 
consent of the governed being made and 
kept as the corner-stone of Government. 
If American sympathy could give the Bul­ 
garians strength to declare and maintain 
their independence of the monarchical 
buzzards that wait to prey upon the fated 
State, she would be free from the domina­ 
tion and intrigues of the powers to-morrow. 
SPEEDIER REPORTS. 
Gne of the most material matters that 
can be treated by the Legislature soon to 
assemble should be the adoption of regula­ 
tions to insure speedier and more accurate 
reports and returns of elections. There 
are three counties which are given a week 
more time than the others in which to be­ 
gin the official canvass. But the pioneer 
conditions that made that regulation nec­ 
essary no longer exist, and Trinity, Hum­ 
boldt and San Diego can as well canvass 
precinct returns in the first as in the second 
week after the (tolls close. The precincts 
in the populous districts are too large, and 
as local authority has been derelict in nar­ 
rowing their limits, it would lie well to 
have State regulation prevail in that 
matter. The counting of the votes, sav 
in San Francisco, is incumbent npoira sin 
gle set of election officers, and this exacts 
duty of an unnatural character *n many 
cases, keeping men at work, who for lack 
of rest, are wholly unfit to discharge so 
important a duty. It is a matter worthy 
the most serious consideration whether we 
should not have distinct ballot boxes and 
tickets for Judicial and municipal officers. 
This in itself would hasten the counting of 
the ballots. There should lie a stringent 
regulation prohibiting polling places from 
being located in buildings wherein liquor is 
sold. These and other needed reforms, 
many of which will suggest themselves to 
the reader, are proper subjects for legis­ 
lative action, and the people should see to 
it that their representatives do not neglect 
them. 
Mr. Blaine’s reply to the Massachu­ 
setts Independents will strike a popular 
and responsive chord. He makes clear 
the distinction between the political re­ 
former who wants the civil service regula­ 
tions equally and uniformly applied, and 
the political hypocrite who is for the re­ 
form of the civil service so long as it does 
not relate to or impign upon the place­ 
holders of his own political party. The 
sharp rap he gives the Anglo-phobists will 
be received by the country with heartiness 
and approval. Mr. Blaine does not be­ 
lieve in modeling our civil service after 
English methods, simply because they are 
English. As we understand him, he is for 
civil service reform modeled to our condi­ 
tions, but not in favor of forcing an Eng­ 
lish jacket upon American shoulders, 
whether i* will or not. The true reformer 
wants reform to apply as well to his own 
as to his opponent’s ranks. 


To R ight Rev. Dr. Slanogn* — Beautiful

Right Rev. Dr. Manogue, Bishop of this 
Catholic Dioceee, was tendered yesterday 
at St. Joseph's Convent, under conduct of 
the Sisters of Mercy, a reception by the 
young ladies of St. Joseph’s Academy that 
while a compliment to the prelate, 
was also an honor to the young ladies 
and the Sisters of Mercy concerned. The 
entrance to the convent was appronriatelv 
decorated with mottoes and evergreens. 
The chapel and assembly-room were like­ 
wise dressed for the occasion. Over the 
stage entrance, upon a field of scarlet in 
gold, was the word “ Welcome.” Be­ 
tween the two chief pillars of the 
room, "which 
were wreathed 
with 
ivy, upon a scroll of purple cloth 
were the words in gold, “ Iking Live Our 
Prelate.”

amiability of character which have ever en­ 
deared you to your people. 
With reason, then, may we reioiee to-day, re­ 
garding, as we do, your Lordship's advent 
among us as the harbinger of many and great 
advantages to Sacramento, and of lintold bless­ 
ings, both spiritual and temporal, to ourselves. 
The memory of this festive day shall be treas­ 
ured as one of the brightest and happiest ol' our 
lives ; und while we biess God for this special 
mark of his favor to us, we humbly pray that 
your LordshiD's newly-adopted children may 
prove a source of joy and consolation to you 
during a long life, and add a glory to your im­ 
mortal crown ia the life to come. 
In conclusion, we beg your Lordship’s bles-- 
ing, and have the honor to subscribe ourselves 
your devoted children,The Children or Mary. 
Three yonDg ladie3 of the Society, 
wearing tbe regalia 
respectively ot 
President, 
Counselor and Assistant, 
delivered to tbe Bishop tbe address, 
printed in gold upon a white satin pillow. 
rtS’ing in a frame of puffed satin upon a 
background of white silk plush, the whole 
under glass and molded in a rich gold 
frame. Twenty-two voices then sang tbe 
Hymn of Thanksgiving. Miss A. Madden, 
accompanied by a number of young ladies, 
then advanced and in a neat address pre­ 
sented the Bishop with some articles of 
decoration for his new residence now build­ 
ing. These were the handiwork of the 
young ladies. They consisted of a mag­ 
nificent plush velvet crimson table scarf, 
heavily and richly embroidered ; a beauti­ 
ful and large sofa piliow in satin and 
plush, also elaborately embroidered, and a 
large fire-screen in an ebonized frame, re­ 
lieved by gilt ornaments in relief. The 
plaque swinging in the frame was a splen­ 
did piece of embroidery, a swan in white 
chenille, with groundwork and background 
in Persian tinsel and in Kensington 
needlework. Then followed a concerted 
recitation by twenty voices, “ O'Con­ 
nell's Heart;” an instrumental solo, 
two pianos, " The Harp of Tara,” by 
Misses M. Quinn and M. Dwyer. At the 
conclusion of tbe piece a little girl pre­ 
sented tbe Bishop with a beautiful floral 
piece—a harp in white chrysanthemums 
and roses. The quartet, “ Columbia’s 
Fiag,” was sung by twenty-five voices, and 
“ The Singer's Alius” was recited by a 
group of pupils. Twelve little girls gave a 
concerted recitation, "Somebody's Mother,” 
and twenty-four voices sang “ Crowningof 
the Sea.” Eighteen young ladies recited 
the comic selection, “ The Owl Critic,” 
and six little girls—A. M. and R. Sheehan, 
M. Duffy, L. Davis and S. M. Keaney— 
gave on two pianos “ The Musical Box.” 
Twenty-four voices then sang the chorus, 
“ Magnificat.” Miss M. Hollaban made 
the closing nddiess of thanks, in a few 
well-chosen and well-delivered words. 
Bishop Manogue then made an address to 
the school, accepting the gifts as souvenirs 
of an occasion of great pleasure and profit. 
He felt like St. Peter on another occasion, 
that it was good to be there. He dwelt 
upon the music of the festival, the influ­ 
ence of music, and the potent factor it had 
roven in the work of the church. It was 
:iis first visit to the academy—it would not 
be bis last. Eqnally with the young ladies 
be was pleased that his pastoral relation 
to tbe school was now to be closer. He 
complimented the scholars on the high ex­ 
cellence of the exercises—and the reporter 
of tbe K ecobd-U nion can heartily 
Indorse tbe expression—and upon tbe 
modest demeanor of tbe pupils. He paid 
a warm tribute to tbe Sisteis, and referred 
to the nniversilitv and untiring character 
of their works of charity, and their labors 
in the cause of education. After a brief, 
pleasant and cordial address, he bestowed 
his benediction, and tbe exercises came to 
a close. There were present Rev. Father 
Grace and tbe clergy of St. Rose Church, 
members of tbe Faculty of the Sacramento 
Institute, and live or six non-clericals. Tbe 
elocutionary and musical exercises were 
excellent, evincing good study, and testify­ 
ing to even better teaching. The young 
ladies were at perfect ease, and read, recited 
and sang with an effectiveness and taste 
highly gratifying and pleasurable. 
On the dismissal of the school, by cour­ 
tesy of tbe Sisters of Mercy, the gucsls 
were enabled to spend with lb,e Bishop an 
hour in social converse over a pleasant 
evening repast.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


R obbed a S treet C ar. 
Between 8 arid ‘J o’clock Tuesday evening 
the driver of street car No. 9 left his car at 
the Twentieth and H streets terminus and 
stepped into a saloon near by for a minute, 
hut almost immediately some one told him 
that boys were trying to rob the car’s 
money box. He ran out and the youths 
scampered, but it was found they had 
stolen $5 00. Special officer Armstrong, 
after a lively chase, arrested two of the 
boys, named Hugh Donahue and James 
Corrigan, and took them to the station- 
house. There the Donahue boy stated that 
his elder brother, John, was more guilty 
than he, and had given him a portion of 
the stolen money. Officers McCormack and 
Armstrong went after John Donahue, and 
found him lying in the yard in front of his 
parents' residence, dead drunk. He also 
was taken to the lock-up. Yesterday 
morning all three of the boys admitted that 
they had been connected with the theft, 
but as none of them are over 14 years of 
age, the authorities are puzzled as to their 
punishment. The younger Donahue, aged 
about 10, was sent home, and the others 
are still detained at# the station-house. 
Durine the foot-race the Corrigan boy in­ 
dulged in with the hope of escaping arrest, 
he lost from his pocket a silver watch be­ 
longing to his mother, which he liad been 
allowed to carry, but for which he had no 
chain. Although the alley between Nine­ 
teenth and Twentieth, G and H streets, 
where he lost it, was well searched yester­ 
day morning, it could not be found. About 
half of the money stolen from the car was 
recovered. 
Y esterday's Fires. 
About 3:30 a. m. yesterday the Fire De­ 
partment was called out, bccanse of John 
Cook’s saloon, on Front street, between M 
and N, being in a blaze. The firemen were 
very prompt, but the fire was so far ad­ 
vanced before they arrived that the build­ 
ing was aimost completely destroyed, to­ 
gether with the greater portion ot its con­ 
tents. The members of Mr. Cook’s family 
were asleep when the fire broke out, and 
escaped in their night clothes. They re­ 
port that everything was looked after care­ 
fully, as usual, before they retired, and can­ 
not account for the fire except upon the 
theory that it was an incendiarism, and be­ 
lieved that it was started outside of the 
building. Mr. Cook estimates his loss at 
about $2,000, and has $1,000 insurance. 
The building belonged to Wm. Hadwick, 
and was insured. It was fortunate that 
there was not much breeze stirring at the 
time of the tire, as otherwise the Friend & 
Terry Lumber Company’s yard and other 
property would have been in great danger. 
An alarm was turned in at 10:20 a. si. 
yesterday, from box 32, because of the ceil­ 
ing and roof of Mrs. Ryan's house, in the 
alley between L and M, Fourth and Fifth 
streets, having become ignited from the 
stovepipe. The blaze was extinguished 
without the department's going into service. 


Som ething A bout C arp. 
Carp have multiplied so rapidly in the 
waters of this section of the State that they 
have ceased to be a novelty, but the greater 
portion of those caught or seen at the mar­ 
kets range from half a pound to two or 
three pounds in weight. There are a great 
number of them in Fisherman’s Lake, and 
yesterday George Cooper had at bis market 
some filie specimens, taken with a net 
from that body of water. One of them was 
a female which had attained great size, as 
its weight was' over thirteen pounds, and 
there were others ranging in weight from 
two to eight pounds. It is said that these 
fish sometimes attain a weight of eighteen 
pounds, and a length of two and one-half 
feet. They are very prolific, as well as 
long-lived, and the roe of the large one 
mentioned above weighed about three 
pounds, which gives an idea of the im­ 
mense number ot eggs comprising it. The 
carp do not seem to have taken a very- 
strong hold upon the popular fancy in Sac­ 
ramento as a table fish, possibly because 
they are not cooked properly. The Ger­ 
mans boil them, with the scales on, in 
water well salted, and sometimes in wine, 
which methods have the effect of making 
the fiesh more firm, and in other respects 
thcj- can probably give points as to the 
manner in which the fish should be served.

The Fruit-Growers' Association recon­ 
vened in the Supreme Court-room of the 
State Capitol yesterday at 9 a. m. The at­ 
tendance was larger than that of any pre­ 
ceding day. The programme for the day 
as announced by the Chairman, was as fol­ 
lows: 1. The care in selection, the kind 
and size of packages, the marketing and 
shipping. 2. The proper time to gather 
the different kinds of fruits, the curing, 
etc. 3. How the fruit-growers are to dis­ 
pose of their fruits without coming into 
competition with each other as to prices for 
the same quality and kinds of fruits. 
THE BEST GRAPES FOR TABLE AND MARKET. 
In an essay upon thi3 subject, Professor 
George Hussinan said it was one of vast 
importance to the State. This no one 
would deny who has watched the home 
market, as well as the shipments East, and 
the high prices which are yet obtained for 
choice California grapes there. Being some­ 
what familiar with the Eastern market, he 
was satisfied that California grapes will al­ 
ways sell, as it is impracticable to grow the 
European varieties at the East in the open 
air, and these are so different from the na­ 
tive varieties in their fiavor, texture and 
appearance, that many will prefer -them 
even when the markets are crowded with 
Catawba and Concords, provided they can 
be had at reasonable prices. .They will pay 
best late in the season. We ca» hardly 
compete in earliness with some of the na­ 
tive grown in the more Southern Stales, 
and as Virginia, North and South Carolina 
and Georgia can grow excellent grapes, 
bring them to market early and with lower 
freights, our main object should be .to 
grow late varieties of attractive appearance 
and firm texture, so that they will arrive 
in good condition, and keep some time af­ 
ter their arrival. With such, and reason­ 
ably low freights, we can have the entire 
country for a market. 
Among these the Flame Tokay seems to 
take the lead, on account of its late ripen­ 
ing, fine color and appearance, and its firm 
texture. The only drawback seems to be 
its liability to sun’-scald, and its somewhat 
unequal ripening in some localities. It is a 
strong, vigorous grower, and always com­ 
mands satisfactory prices from the grower 
to the dealer, as $40 per ton was paid 
for them in upper Sonoma valley, the 
grower picking and delivering them in 
common grape boxes, and the buyer paying 
' ' 
sorting and handling.

to 
wineries, and makes a very nice white 
wine. Three tons per acre of mer­ 
chantable grapes is about an aver­ 
age product, which would bring the 
return per acre, including the refuse, to 
about $130 per acre. The tendency to sun- 
scald could be overcome to a great extent 
by early pinching of the fruit-bearing' 
shoots, which will have the effect to make 
the vine throw out more laterals, grow 
more compact, and thus shade its frnit 
better. 
Among the late ripening black or dark 
colored varieties the Emperor, Black Cor- 
nuchon and Black Ferrara seem to be the 
favorites, as they are loose in bunch, the 
berries of large size, and the long, firm 
stems seem to hold the berries well, so that 
they arrived in good condition. 
Of the white varieties, the Muscat of 
Alexandria, the Verdal, and perhaps the 
White Cornuchon, seem to be in the great­ 
est demand, but the general impression 
seems to be that white grapes will not 
bring as good prices as colored ones. 
For nearer and home markets, the Mal- 
vesia, Rose of Peru, and for early market­ 
ing, the Early Madeline, which ripens 
fully ten days in advance of the Cliasselas 
Fontainebleau, will always be in demand, 
though they often come down to such fig­ 
ures that it will hardly pay to pick and 
pack them. 
The Grosse Colmant is a variety to be 
recommended, as it is very productive, has 
splendid foliage, and therefore is not liable 
to scald ; has uniform bunch, very large 
berry of fine color and appearance, and 
ripens evenlv and late. Whether it is firm 
enough for distant shipment remains to be 
tried. It certainly deserves a thorough 
trial.That soil and climatic conditions should 
have due consideration in the choice of va­ 
rieties is self-evident. 
T H E Q U IN CE AS A M ARKET F E C IT . 
Professor George llussman read an essay 
upon the uuince as a market fruit. He 
said he believed the days for making for­ 
tunes in a few years from our vineyards 
and orchards are passed ; that we will have 
to content ourselves with fair living profits. 
Instead of making from $1,000 to $1,200 
per yeai from an acre of apricots and 
French prunes, we will have to be satisfied 
with from $100 to $300. Such fruits as will 
yield sure crops annually—those of the 
least perishable nature, such as will stand 
transportation best and give moderate but 
certain returns every season, are the safest 
to tie to. 
He believed in mixed farming—in di­ 
viding the large tracts into smaller ones, 
and planting them with a variety of fruits, 
such as will come in at different times, 
thereby distributing labor over the whole 
season, instead of running one specialty 
and crowding all the labor into a month or 
two, istheouly true solution of the labor 
problem in this Slate. Put a thrifty family 
upon a hundred or even fifty-acre tract, 
where they can raise their own animals 
and feed for them, and a succession of fruit 
trees, a few acres of vineyard, so as to give 
the members of the family employment 
the vear round, with one or two steady la­ 
borers to help them, and we will come 
nearer to settling the vexed lab r question 
than by all the restriction Acts and anti- 
Chinesé leagues. 
Since he had been in the State lie had 
noted with pleasure the marked success of 
the quince everywhere, with and without 
irrigation. Although formerly believing 
that this tree succeeded best in low, damp 
ground, he has since learned that it flour­ 
ishes and bears well even in dry soil, pro­ 
ducing a uniform crop of good-sized, smooth 
fruit. The quinces grown in California are 
far superior to those grown in Missouri or 
the Mississippi valley States. 
They can be grown almost any where; 
are hardy and sure producers. They are 
les3 liable to the ravages of insect pests 
than almost any other fruit. They ripen 
late, and can he marketel aud shipped 
when other fruit is out of the way. They 
are less perishable, can be packed when 
still green, and will ripen perfectly on the 
way. They can be shipped as common 
freight, so there is less risk and cost in their 
transportation, and will not sutler if side­ 
tracked for several days in transit. Mr. 
Howe has 20 acres about two miles from 
Sononut, planted nine years ago, with 3,200 
trees, 1G feet apart. They have had a good* 
deal of fruit before, but produced the first 
regular crop in 1885—about 2,400 boxes. 
These were partlv shipped to New York 
and St. Louis. He netted 48 cents per box 
on those shipped to New York, and 61 cents 
for those sent to St. Louis. This season he 
estimates hi3 crop at 6,400 boxes, or two 
boxes to the tree. Some of this crop has 
been sent East, from which returns have as 
yet not been received. The balance was 
sold in San Francisco, at an average of 40 
cents per box. which is considered fair pay. 
The Eastern market has been somewhat 
glutted, hut returns indicate a good profit, 
and will pay $50 an acre, valuing the pro­ 
duct at 50 cents per box net. From the 
ninth year the profit of a tree may safely be 
put down at $1 each, or at the rate of $10) 
an acre. Deduct $60 for cultivating, pack­ 
ing and handling, and interest on capital 
invested—which is certainly a high esti­ 
mate—wonld leave a clear profit of $100. 
It is a new industry, and the ventures made 
so far are mere experiments, which may be 
greatly improved upon. 
Quite a discussion followed the reading 
of the essay on quinces. Many of the fruit­ 
growers claimed that they were valueless 
as a commercial fruit and not much ac­ 
count for anything else. 
General Vallejo disputed the former pro­ 
position. and cited an instance in Sonoma 
county where they were grown on a large 
scale with profit. 
Rev. N. R. Peck, of Ophir, said those 
who claimed they were not good eating 
perhaps never hail ate a quince that had 
been baked slowly aud carefully. Bake 
this fruit in that manner, and when cold 
peel tt and eat it with cream and sugar, and 
you will then appreciate the value of the 
fruit. Quinces prepared in this manner 
are more delicious than strawberries. 
Uniformity in the size of fruit packages 
was the next subject of discussion. 
Mr. Hatch thought this a matter of vast 
importance. There should be a standard 
size, so that the commission merchant will 


have an idea of how much fruit they are 
going to get when they contract for a box, 
or any number of boxes. He believed in 
a one-sized box for packers, and 
uniform size for pears, quinces and ap­ 
ples. About three sizes of boxes is all that 
is needed, except for berries. 
Mr. Buck thought the only difference 
in boxes should be in hight. The width 
and length should be the same. A four- 
inch box would answer for early varieties 
of peaches; later on in the season a six- 
inch box would be required. 
On motion of Tompkins, of Alameda, 
seconded by Hatch, it was decided that a 
committee of three be appointed to con­ 
sider and report on the subject of fruit 
boxes. The Chairman announced that he 
would name the committee later on. 
Williams, of Fresno, said that in ship­ 
ping grapes East the crates should be well 
rounded up, so that they may appear full 
when they get on the other side. He be­ 
lieved fruit should be sent in single crates, 
though Eastern dealers appear to prefer 
double crates. 
Senator Buck agreed that grapes should 
be fully packed. Still the fruit should not 
be packed so as to bruise. 
Mr. Rutter, of Florin, said he had been 
packing grapes for many years. He had 
sent grapes East fourteen years ago, in 
cork dust, with great success. 
George W. Gray said he believed cork 
dust was preferable in fruit packing to pa­ 
per wrapping. He had been experimenting 
with tule, which was light, tasteless, elas­ 
tic, and a good absorbent. 
Williams, of Fresno, said that he also is 
experimenting with tule, chopped up fine, 
as a material in which to pack grapes, and 
he would let the fruit-growers know as to 
his success. He further stated that he had 
arranged to obtain cork dust from Eastern 
firms for about three cents per pound. A 
pound of cork dust goes a long ways. 
Mr. Rutter said he wished to say a word 
for the Mission grape, which now'seems to 
be in bad repute. He bad made more from 
his Mission grapes than any other variety. 
Some growers were digging up their Mis­ 
sions. They would live to see the day 
when they would be sorry for it. 
H. Weinstock, who, while in the East, 
saw fruit sent on from California, was asked 
for his views. Some of the boxes, he said, 
which should have weighed twenty-four 
pounds weighed only twenty pounds. This 
creates a feeling of distrust and want of 
confidence among dealers, and they are shy 
about buying. He had also seen evil re­ 
sults from over-crowding, the upper layer 
of grapes being bruised. Certain regula­ 
tions must be established regarding weight, 
and then they must be rigidly enforced. 
R. B. Blowers, of Yolo, said that he never 
had grapes picked for shipment until after 
the dew is off. He then has them taken to 
a large, airy house, men are employed to 
cut of the imperfect and torn grapes, and 
the stems from which the grapes have fallen 
are also cut off. Thus the fruit is perfectly 
dry when packed, and reaches the East in 
good shape. Mr. Blowers said his grapes 
cost him from $10 to $12 per ton from the 
time when he began picking them. Mus­ 
cats cost more, as they require more care. 
FR U IT-D R Y IN G . 
Mr. Williams, a Fresno fruit-grower, said 
he peeled all his peeches before drying 
them. The cost of peeling was trifling, and 
they brought a much higher figure in the 
market than unpeeled frnit. He had a 
method of peeling which, apparently, is his 
own, as it seemed to strike the other grow­ 
ers as rather a novel process. He dipped 
the fruit in a weak solution of boiling lye 
for a moment, then threw them into a cold- 
water bath. The skin was thus cooked, 
and a man could slip their coats off as fast 
as he could handle them, two men in this 
way peeling two, three or more tons of 
fruit per day. without braising or discolor­ 
ing them in the least. They were then pit­ 
ted and sun-dried for five days, when tbev 
were ready for market. He sold his this 
vear's crop at 22i cents per pound. The 
lye is made by boiling ashes, and is not 
strong enough to injure the hands. He 
said he was not sure hut that boiling water, 
without the addition of ashes, would 
answer the purpose. 
The drying of prunes was discussed at 
length by a number of growers. Some 
recommended dipping the prunes in hot 
water, and others in syrup, and others still 
claimed that both were injurious. 
Mr. Williams said that early in the sea­ 
son he picked half of the green fruit from 
his peach trees. As a result he had to prop 
up his trees to keep them from breaking 
down, and while he did not have as many 
peaches on a tree he had more pounds of 
fruit, which brought better prices. 
Judge Blackwood advised all persons 
sun-drying fruit to place their frames, on 
which the fruit is placed, on the ground, 
and not a foot or so from the ground. The 
dew point is above the ground, and will 
not reach the fruit if placed close thereto. 
In drying prunes he would place them on 
the naked ground. 
R. B. Blowers recommended the dipping 
of such dried fruits as plums and prunes, 
in a preparation of water and glycerine. 
Frank Buck said that he had probably 
the largest peach crop this year in the 
-tate—200 tons of marketable peaches. 
The refuse of the crop he made profitable 
by tire use of a dryer of R. B. Blowers’ 
patent. He proposed to double the ca­ 
pacity of the dryer next season, so as to be 
able to handle from twelve to fourteen tons 
of green fruit every twenty-four hours. 
Recess till 2 o’clock. 
Afternoon Session. 
H. Weinstock said the discussion on the 
question, “ How the fruit-growers are tu 
dispose of their fruits without coming in 
competition with each other as to prices 
for the same quality and kinds of fruits,” 
is of more importance than all others. The 
past season has not been a profitable one. 
The returns have not been satisfactory. 
Some claimed it was owing to over-produc- 
lion. Others that the fruit was not good. 
Others held to the opinion that it was 
owing to the fact that the California Fruit 
Union and the buyers were cutting one 
another. In order to satisfy himself as to 
the real truth of the matter, he took his 
grip-sack, went East and spent several 
weeks among the people who consume 
California fruit, to satisfy himself regarding 
the market, and ascertain, if possible, what 
could be done in the interest of the Cali­ 
fornia grower. He had solved the mys­ 
tery, and thought he could now offer a 
remedy that would overcome all diffi­ 
culties. 
He offered the following preamble and 
resolutions: 
W hf. rf.a s. This season's experience has de- 
monsiraled that the following serious evils exi-t 
in our methods of marketing green fruits in the 
East: First, the provision exacted by transpor­ 
tation companies that fifteen carloads of fruit 
must bo slnpiied at a time to obtain u ¿300 rate 
from California to Chicago; second, the exces­ 
sive freight rate from Chicago to such Eastern 
points as New York, Philadelphia or Boston; 
third, the precarious and uncertain time on 
which fruit trains are run between here aid 
the East, frequently causing delays of from 
twelve to thirly-six hours, aud thus seriously 
depreciating the value of the fruit before arriv­ 
ing at its destination; fourth, the lack of a suf- 
lieieut number of cars adapted to the fruit- 
carrying trade; fifth, the lack of regulated dis­ 
tribution, the want of which has. during the 
past season, caused as many as twenty or more 
earloads of perishable fruit to reach the city of 
Chicago within twenty-four hours, many of 
these carloads becoming ro!te<l aud worthless 
before they could be sold, while on the ether 
hand cities like Brooklyn. Baltimore and Wash­ 
ington have received only irom fifty to seventy- 
five crates from the middle of August to the 
end of September, and cities like Boston and 
Philadelphia have received only from a quarter 
to half a carload each per week, aod the city of 
New York, with its population of nearly 1,501,000, 
bos, during the same period, received pot overa 
carload a week; sixth, the need of proper in­ 
spection at this end of the line, vast quantities 
of inferior and imperfectly packed fruit having 
been permitted to go East, tints not alone caus­ 
ing its owners serious losses, but also greatly de­ 
pressing the price of such good California fruits 
as happen at such times to be ill the same mar­ 
ket: seventh, the need of a speedier method 
for the disposal of oar fruits on arrival at their 
points of destination, the present method being 
such that perishable fruits often remain in the 
hands of Eastern agents an entire week before 
being closed out; and, lastly, the need of a sys­ 
tem whereby our fruits will be thoroughly dis­ 
tributed, and plaeed in the hands of the largest 
possible number of Eastern retail dealers, so 
that the competition among retalle-s may re­ 
duce the fancy pnces they now demand in 
many cities, and so that our fruits may be as 
completely popularized, and placed within tbo 
reaen ot the millions, in all the cities of the 
Union, as tbev this ye.r have been in toe city of 
Chicago, where they were retailed at ten cents 
a pound, and where the consumption was in­ 
creased in one year from an average of three 
carload-, to an average of eighteen carloads per 
week; and whereas, we know of no g o d reason 
why the California grape-grower, whose pro­ 
ducts are universally pronounced among the 
finest in the world, should be obliged to 
accept for his magnificent fruits much le.ecAhftu 
half the returns realized by Mediterranean 
growers for inferior fruits, sent here by them 
and sold in our own country, and in a ter­ 
ritory that rightfully belongs to u s : and. 
whereas, we fully realize thst unless the 
evils herein set forth are promptly remedied, 
fruit-growing aod shipping must, as a rule, 
prove a« unprofitable in the future as it 
has during the past two seasons; and, 
whereas, we fully realize the very great in- 
fiuence the success or failure of fruit-cuitnre 
must have on the future of our State, be it 
theteiore 
Res deed, Tbat the fruit-growers of California, 
assembled in State Convention, do hereby call 
the attention of the California railroad authori­ 
ties to the present serious condition of affairs in 
the fruit industry, and express the hope that the 
action of this Convention may awaken a deeper 
interest on their part in the crisis at band. It is 
to be trusted that they realize as fnlly as we do 
that fruit-growing, so tar as it ;ies in the power 
of transportation companies, should be made u 
profitable industry. It is useless to look for 
much desirable emigration so long as fruit-cult- 
ure, which has now become one ot our chief in­ 


dustries. doe3 not, with the closest attention, 
yield a living. Fruit-carrying should be looked 
upon by California transportation companies as 
nails are regarded by the hardware merchant, 
calico by the dry goods trade, and Hour and 
sugar by the grocer. In other words, fruit 
should be treated oy the railroads of this coast 
not as a fancy article, to be made to bear a 
fancy tariff, but as a leading staple, worthy to 
be transported at the least possible cost. 
Resolved, That a committee ot ten growers and 
shippers be appointed by this Convention to lay 
a eopv ol these resolutions before the railroad 
authorities, and ask : First, that the present re­ 
strictions be so modified that ten carloads or less 
shall constitute a t300-rate fruit train. That the 
rate upon cars by passenger trains be *400 per 
car, aud that the slow freight rate be *200 per 
car. Seeond, that the rate to such Eastern 
points us New York, Philadelphia, and Boston, 
be made not to exceed *400 per car. Third, that 
passenger time be guaranteed; and. fourth, 
that a sufficient number of cars suitable for the 
fruit carrying trade be provided. Be it further 
Rrsjteed, That an association be formed, to be 
known as'tbe California Fruit Exchange, and 
that all persons raising or shipping fruit for 
Eastern markets be eligible to membership. 
Resolved, That such aasociatiou, through its 
management, appoint a commissioned agent in 
every Eastern city that can use a carload or 
more of California fruits at a time, and that the 
management, by compiling such facts and sta­ 
tistics as may be at their command, arrange a 
table of distribution, subject to such changes 
aud modifications as the market may from time 
to time demand; and it shall become the duty 
of the General Manager of such Fruit Exchange 
to regulate the distribution of all fruits strictly 
in accordance with such provisions. 
Resolved, That said management also establish 
regulations to control the quality, the weight 
nod the manner of packing all fruits offered for 
Eastern shipment, and that its inspectors reject 
such fruits submitted for shipment as do not 
come up to the established requirements. 
Resolved. That the Eastern agents be instruct­ 
ed to sell all fruits which m aybe consigned to 
them by the Exchange, by auction, at public 
trade sales, aud in no other way, the auction­ 
eers' charges to be paid out of the commissions 
allowed these agents. 
Retolted. That members of the Exchange shall 
be allowed the privilege of naming points of 
destination for their fruits, aud the further 
privilege of nam ng their own consignees; and 
it shall be the duty ot the general manager to , 
faithfully observe such wishes, provided the 
space allotted to such points of destination be 
not all taken ; and provided such members 
also instruct their consignees to sell their fruits 
by public auction, aDd at the same time and 
place nt which the fruits consigned to the agent 
of the Exchange are sold ; and finally, be it 
Resolved, That the management of said Ex­ 
change shall make such rules as wilt place all 
members on a level, and*will make it impossi­ 
ble for any member or members to permanently 
monopolize any special market, to the exclusion 
of other members. 
The resolutions were debated all after­ 
noon. All seemed to favor the tenor of 
them, but when it came to the subject of 
an organization of fruit-growers to regu­ 
late matters, there was a lively discussion. 
Messrs. Buck, Hatch and Thomas thought 
the matter should be turned over to the 
California Fruit Union. . This precipitated 
a lively debate, and the. old fight between 
the Fruit Union aud the Sacramento Fruit­ 
Growers’ Association was brought to the 
front. The Fruit Union was handled 
without gloves by Messrs. Routier, Ste­ 
phens and Blackwell, while Messrs. Hatch 
and Buck defended it with equal 
pertinacity. It was shown that the Fruit 
Union had been a losing institution, while 
those who belonged to the Sacramento 
Union had realized handsome profits on 
their entire crop. The debate at times 
almost approached personalities. There 
were frequent interruptions and calling of 
speakers to order. The resolution was 
finally lost, and of course it carried with it 
all that followed. This left them in a 
dilemma. What to do, and how to do it, 
was the next question. Finally a vote pre­ 
vailed appointing three frota the Fruit 
Union and three from the Sacramento 
Association to provide a substitute for this 
resolution and submit it at a special meet­ 
ing to be held at 7:30 this evening. 
At 5 p. M. the Convention adjourned to 
7 P. M. 
Evening Session. 
The Convention reconvened at 7 p. m. 
The subject of discussion was berries and 
tree pruning. 
THE STRA W BERRY .'" 
The following able essay is from the pen 
of I. A. Wilcox, of Santa Clara : 
Mr. President and Membert of the Contention : 
The small fruits, so fur as the Pacific coast is 
concerned, embrace tbe strawberries, raspber­ 
ries, blackberries, gooseberries and currants. 
These fruits, until within the last few years, 
have been regarded chieiiyas luxuries : but at 
the present lime they rank also as the most 
wholesome of food, besides containing medi­ 
cinal properties of great value. 
STRAWBERRIES. 
A minister is said to have remarked that God 
might have made a better fruit thau the straw­ 
berry, but that lie did not do it. In their wild 
state, strawberries are found in almost every 
country and in almost every latitude—in the 
meadows, on the hill sides, and in the moun­ 
tains. The Alpine mountains have their own 
distinct variety. History informs us that about 
400 years ago this fruit was cultivated in the 
north of «ritain, where it assumed a changed 
appearance, being round in shape and white in 
color. The white berries were named the wood 
strawberries. 
The Alpines were introduced into England 
two hundred years later. The history of this 
variety shows it to be sv peisisteut in reproduc­ 
ing its original characteristics that but little 
change is found, after a long and varied expe­ 
rience with it. It finds a natural home in the 
cold northern regions of our own country. 
Under cultivation, by means of irrigation, this 
wild fruit becomes darker in color, has less dry­ 
ness and solidity, as it contains an increased 
amount of water in its composition. 
OTHER VARIETIES. 
Two other varieties of this fruit are reported 
as known at the time above referred to, both 
having the color of the wood varieties. 
In 1660 a gardener in France is said to have 
produced the first new and improved variety, 
the original characteristics of which, we are 
told, were maintained one hundred years there­ 
after. A lesson is here taught us, that it is only 
from the seeds of fruit varying from the original 
type that we may look Tor new varieties. 
The Virginia strawberry, so called, is the wild 
strawberry fouud in our Eastern pastures, woods 
and meadows. This variety was introduced 
into England some two hundred years ago, 
where experienced gardeners found it to pro­ 
duce varied kinds from the seed. 
This is the variety from which nearly all of 
our best kinds originated, and they jiossess the 
natural fragrance and beauty which we find 
among the choicest kinds now cultivated. It is 
true local conditions and varied systems of cul­ 
tivation may change the appearance and qual­ 
ity of the fruit. Still, our distinguished bot­ 
anist. Dr. Gray, classes the varieties found in 
the Eastern and those in the Western States of 
our country as belonging to the same species, 
however much they may vary in color and 
other characteristics. This fact borne in mind 
will show the reason why our leading kinds of 
cultivated berries do not do well in all* fix ali- 
tiej and all kinds of soil, even where suitable 
ingredients are found in abundance for produc­ 
ing plaut and fruit. 
it follows, therefore, that we of the Pacific 
coast can never foretell the value of new kinds 
of this fruit brought to this State. It requires 
actual experiment to determine what will 
prove good iu each locality. While many of 
our Eastern productions will prove passably 
gocd in some section cr other on the Pacific 
coast, I know of only otu kiud among all tbe im­ 
portations that has proved of much value here. 
I refer to the Triumph de Gaud, a Belgian va­ 
riety. 
The old stanch variety, the Longworth Pro- 
l'fic, s'ill tuaiutains its high character in a small 
portion of Sania Clara county, where the great­ 
est share of this fruit is grown lor our markets. 
But even here it is only iu limited sections, 
even in the strawberry region, where il has 
maintained its prestige. After twenty five years 
ofexperim enting.it is, everything considered, 
the best we have, although discarded in the 
place of its origin, in Ohio. 
The strawberry region of Santa Clara is em­ 
braced in a section of land about six miles 
bread, and exteudinz back from Aiviso, at the 
head of the Sau Francisco bay. Here the straw­ 
berry is the first frnit to bloom, and blush in 
beauty in the early spring. T hese vast fields, with 
their white blossoms and ripening fruit, are the 
admiration of the beholder the most ot theyear. 
SFECIAL conditions for success. 
Among the iavorable conditions for success 
are suitable soil and proper eultivalion. Cli­ 
matic condition also exercises a controlling in­ 
fluence. While the plants are producing their 
new foliage, a damp, cool atmosphere is suitable 
for the purpose ; hut, as the fruit attains its size, 
a warmer atmosphere and brighter sunshine 
nrc needed to give color and perfection to the 
fruft. 
Some varieties may require light soils, while 
other kinds will do equally well, under our sys­ 
tem of irrigation, in the heaviest land. The 
Longworth, which sends its root out near the 
surface, wiil do better, as a general rule, in tiie 
heavy iand. But it requires much care, in culti­ 
vation, not to injure the roots, and this rule is 
of prime importance in the cultivation of any 
variety of strawberry. After the fruiting sea­ 
son. aud after the full of winter frosts, the tops 
of tlie plants arc to be cut off to the crown with 
a sickle or other suitable instrument, care being 
used not to cut off the blossoms that are hidden 
in the crown of the plan:. 
PLANTING AND IRRIGATING. 
For the purpose of piantiog the strawberries 
the laud is ridged up, after repeated plowiugs 
to pulverize it. so as to form beds. The plants 
are put in on the edges of these teds, in rows 24 
to 30 inches apart, aud about eight inches apart 
in the row. The distance between the rows is 
the Mime.whether on the beds or between thtm . 
In irrigating the water is turned on through the 
ditches between the beds. The moner it passes 
through the better, on well graded land. 
| 
Irrigation should accompany cultivation, so : 
as to restore, so far as possible, any injured 
plants. Water should be applied iu dry weather 
as often as needed to prevent tbe ground drying 
up about the roots. This is a very important 
matter, and should not be neglected. 
Manv plantations are annually ruined by the 
ntglec’t to irrigate. It is in the dry season that 
the strawberry borer does Us chief work. Too 
much water in soils not well underdrained is 
equally as destructive to the plant as the 
drought. 
The intelligent cultivator should aiways bear 
in mind that in dealing with the strawberry he 
is dea ing with the most delicately organized 
fruit plant growu and treat it accordingly. In 
earlv davs we planted the beds a quarter of a 
mile long, and passed ibe water through the 
whole length ol the row at onee. One-fourth 
this distance would be much better. 
Wei -grown plants may be put in during any 
season of the year in well-graded laud, properly 
fitted for thá^urpose. The usual time tor plant­ 
ing is during the rainy season, or in the early 
spring. For early bearing they should be planted 
in the fall, the earlier tbe t etter, so that they 
mav become well established before the ground 
freezes. It is much better to put in the plants 
while there is moisture in the air. Irrigation 
should be applied during the planting, and

' should be eontinned whenever needed, to keep 
the plants growing. The irrigation is continued 
during the fruiting season. In warm weather, 
J the water should be apolied after each picking, 
say once or twice a wet k. 
VARIETIES TO PIJINT. 
From what has been already said, we will un 
derstand that some soils are better adapted to 
certain varieties of straw berries, and other soils 
to other varieties. 
The Longworth Pro’ifie sends out Its roots 
near the surface when propel ly planted. The 
Sharpless, Triumph de Gaud, aud some other 
favorite varieties, for the region of Santa Clara, 
root deeper, and arc at home' ill ttje looser soils. 
At Watsonville, Santa Cruz county, there is a 
region of country where the sea breeze comes in 
to temper the air. making this a second best 
place for this fruit, bnt there, as elsewhere, 
special varieties must be found adapted to soil 
and climatic conditions. The Cinderella has 
proved the best berry here, and is not grown in 
Sania Clara, the adjoining countv. 
While Eastern writers tell us tliat we r.eed a 
“gravelly, loamy soil ’’ for the strawberry, we 
tell them lhatw eneed he soil having the re­ 
quisite plant food, and many other conditions, 
such as irrigation, e c. 
SEXUAL CHARACTER OF PLANTS. 
There are three distinct kinds of plants pro­ 
duced from seed. The male nlant is known as 
having stamens only in piare of ftuit. 
The hermaphrodite berry is called the perfect 
plant, containing the pistils aud stamens. 
The pistilate berry is known as having the 
appearance of the undeveloped berry. It has 
the strawberry shape, with short, hairy-like 
excrescences. 
The hermaphrodite has the rudimental berry 
surrounded by a tier of stamens, the tips of 
which contain the pollen; a fine yellow dust, 
which drops the pistils, thus impregnating it 
aud producing the fruit. Ants aud insects of 
various kinds go from plant to plant in quest of 
food, and carry the poden irom one plant 
to the other, so that a purely pistilate variety 
planted near the perfect berry will be made to 
fruit. 
PRODUCING NEW VARIETIES. 
We have shown how the unfruitful may be 
made fruitful by the aid of the pollen, and it 
will be understood that it is by the blending of 
qualities in different varieties of strawberries 
that new kinds are produced. The seed taken 
from the plants of different kinds growing to- 
S 
ether, or near together, may produce new 
inds inferior or superior to either of the parent 
varieties. 
The usual way to produce new varicUes is to 
select two or more kinds of superior excellence 
and grow them near together, and plaut the 
seed of the beiries produced. The stamens may 
be clipped from the perfect berry if desirable, 
anti it may then be treated with the pollen of 
other plants, the dust being taken from one 
plant to the other by means of a camel-hair 
brush. The fruit takeu from the plaut so treated 
may produce other new kinds; but it requires 
much experimenting to produce a desirable 
kind, and there is no limit to tbe experimenting 
that may be made, while there would appear to 
be no limit to the improvements in the repeated 
and continued combinations of good qualities. 
Of course, favorable conditions for developing 
good qualities are of prime importance. Suita­ 
ble soil. suitable climate, and suitable culture, 
all exercise a controlling influence in the propa­ 
gation of new varieties, as well as perpetuating 
them in the highest degree of perfection. 
I give an analysis of the strawberry plant, 
made by Mr. Bilius, of Kirtlattd, Ohio, In 116 
grains of the plant of the Garden strawberry he 
found: Potash, 33.154 grains: lime, 26.5111 
grains: carbonic acid, 23.008 grains : magnesia, 
8 908 grams ; phosphoric acid, 0.970 grains ; sil­ 
ica, 6.117 grains: charcoal and sand, 3.103 
grains ; soda, 2.794 grains: phosphate of iron, 
1 515 grains ; sulphuric acid, i.469 grains ; chlo­ 
rine, .718 graius: organic matter and loss. 1.739 
grains—116 grains. 
An aualvsis of the fruit gave: Potash, 21.07 ; 
lime. 14.20": soda. 27.01; silica, 12 05 ; phosphate 
of iron, 11.15; phosphoric acid. 8.59: chloriue, 
2.78 ; magnesia, trace; 41 per cent. ash. 
A later analysis of the frnit is as follows: 
Water, 87 percent.; sugar, 4 : free acid, 1%: 
nitrogen. *.{: insoluable m atter (% per cent, ot 
which is ásh), 7. 
The chemist adds that the variations in these 
analyses is probably mainly owing to the greater 
age of the vines iu one case than the other; 
also, that something may be due to soil and 
climate. 
I am aware that all scientists do not agree in 
relation to the theory that plants derive food 
directly through their foliage, but I suggest this 
for what it is worth. 
• 
The constituents of the soil do produce a 
marked difference in the character of the fruit 
and the appearance of the plant, as all good 
gardeners know. Soil strongly impregnated with 
alkali will impart a light or yellowish color to 
the plants. The plants will be injured by means 
of the sun acting on the alkali on the sttriace 
of the laud; and they are frequently killed out­ 
right when the hot weather comes on before 
the plants have got well up irom the ground. 
DISEASES OF THE PLANT. 
The strawberry plants of this coast have only 
one disease of which 1 have any knowledge. 
They are frequently affected by a fungus, or 
rust. 1 have sent leaves of the plant to Mr. 8 A. 
Forbes, State Entomologist of Illinois. In his 
answer, he writes : “ The strawberry leaves sent 
me showed no injury except that due to the 
common rust." He added: "The entomological 
fact seems to have escaped us." 
I also sent some leaves of this plant to F. S. 
Earle, Esq., an extensive strawberry grower of 
Anna. Illinois. Both these gentlemen agree 
with me that this rust is caused with us, chiefly, 
if not entirely, by improper irrigation. I may 
here add, that the constitution of plants is in­ 
jured by had irrigation, as well as by being 
grown in impoverished soil. The remedy is to 
propágate from vigorous and healthy stock, and 
to use due care in irrigation as well as cultiva­ 
tion. 
STRAWBERRY BORER-S AND OTHER PESTS. 
While in the East they have a crown-borer, 
that works down to the root, we have a borer 
that works up from the root towards the crown. 
While ours destroys the plant, theirs destroys 
the crown, or fruit itself, more directly. 
I have been in communication with Professor 
Forbes in relation lo these borers. I sent some 
directly to him in a vial of alcohol. The vial 
was put in a wooden ease made by boring a hole 
in a section of broomhandle, au-1 tbe package 
went through the mail. 
In the report ot Mr. Forbes I learn that our 
roo'. borer is very different irom the crown- 
borer. Il is a great wonder to me that in all the 
shipments of pi nts from the East we have not 
received the crown-borer. 
SUGGESTIONS. 
I will here add that if anything ran be done 
by quarantine regulation or otherwise to pre­ 
vent the incoming of any new ¡M-sts, it would tie 
a great blessing to tbe future frnit industries ot 
the State, it studt meaos could be employed. 
I h tve thought that the gre-it fnt-ire import- 
anceof the fruit industry in the United States, 
aud especially in California, would justify the 
organizing of a National Bureau esi*eciuliy de­ 
voted to horticulture. 
The Agricultural Department, through the 
new Commissioner of Agriculture, is doing a 
great and good work. We have a competent 
United States Pomologist in Washington to 
name our fruits, and do other acts of benefit to 
the fruit business: but it seems lo me we need a 
special department, to which we can not only 
look for information, hut from which we could 
receive aid in everything that concerns the 
fruit business. 
The subject of berries was discussed at 
length, as was also that of pruning. 
Sir. Weinstock proposed to change the 
third resolution of those given above, con­ 
cerning the shipping of fruit, to read as 
follows : 
Resolved, That the fruit-growers assembled in 
State Convention do hereby recommend to the 
California Fruit Union that, at its next animal 
meeting, to take place January 19, 1887, the by­ 
laws of that association be modified so as to em­ 
brace the following resolutions, namely: 
No action was taken, but the entire m at­ 
ter was m ade a special order for 2 p. m. to­ 
day.The resolutions as proposed by Mr. Wein­ 
stock will then be the same as originally 
proposed, with the substitute for resolution 
three, and the word “ Exchange.” where- 
ever it occurs, will be changed to that of
